Care of Percolator

metal, should never be touched with a 
scouring powder nor any harsh cleaner. 
The best method is to wash it with a 
soft cloth, wipe dry and leave it open, 
to the air. Never let coffee stand in 
the percolator. If the coffee percola- 
tor fails to function some morning, do 
not think it is ruined. Probably the 
fuse has burned out and needs renew- 
ing. Fuses for percolators may be pur- 
chased at the store where you got the 
percolator. It is a very simple process 
to slip out the old fuse and put in a 
new one. Read the instructions which 
came with the percolator or take the 
pot to the store and let the merchant: 
show you how to put in the new one.
